dents fail. ,The first to take place since the 
holidays is a collection belonging jointly to 
Mr. James T. Pettus and Mr. W. L. Vander- 
voort, consisting of 152 modern paintings, 
which has just been placed on free exhibition 
at the Fifth Avenue Art Galleries, where on 
Tuesday and Wednesday evenings of nest 
week it will be sold by Mr. Somerville. 

The collection is a varied one whether 
viewed from point of subject or of the na- 
tionality of the painters represented, and em- 
braces landscapes, marines, figures, still life, 
and flowet3 .by known modern painters of 
America, France, Holland, Germany, Italy, 
and. Spain. By Diaz there is ,a. small and 
unsatisfactory wood scene and a decorative 
little flower panel. Jacque, the sheep- painter, 
is represented by a well-drawn but coldly 
colored little flock, and by Fortuny there is 
a very billiant water-color study of a Cardi- 
nal, which is all the more suggestive for being 
incomplete. An "Arab Encampment " in the 
desert, by fluguet, is a striking contrast of 
the gray sandy waste beneath a vivid lemon- 
tinged sky, while a well-painted modern young 
woman, "Ready for the Promenade," is 
signod by T'ssot, who has greatly added to 
his reputation since this was done. A group 
of figures by Baron Leys, a portrait by Alfred 
Stevens, a weak little drawing by Troyon, a 
small still life by Victor Gilbert, a curiously 
wrought figure scene by Galofre, and a deli- 
cate Zeim-like "Venice" by Gaillard are some 
of the more noticeable foreign works. 
. Among the Americans there is an interior 
of a curiously Dutch quality by William M. 
Chaee, a "Tapestry Mender" of some resthe- 
tic charm, by F. 0. Matson, a pleasant marine 
by Arthur Quartley, a couple of small works 
by Benjamin Fitz (whose work each year, 
grows more scarce), and a couple of attrac- 
tive scenes by Bruce Crane. Among the se- 
veral landscapes by Worthington Whittredge is 
his well-known "Road to the Sea," which in 
1889 received honorable mention at the Pari 
Exposition, looking as well now as It did th 
first time it was exhibited. Kruseman Va. 
Elten,' J.O. Thorn, Edward Gay, W.L. Sonn- 
tag, and Arthur Parton are each well repre- 
sented by one or more landscapes, while nu- 
merous marines are furnished by F. K. M. 
Rohn, William Bradford, Oarleton T.' Chap- 
man, and William T. Richards.
